Tinited States, incurred, 
for a “common cause.”” He repudiat- 
ed the idea of repudiation, which. 
he said some Frenchman had sug- | 
gested, as a “bad joke.” The debt 
will be paid, he insisted, and he 
then called attention to the French 
loss of man-power—one-seventh of 
its population killed or maimed; and 
6000 towns, villages and cities de- 
Stroyed, as if by a tornado. 

Germany was required by the 
treaty to pay for this loss, he said. 
but Germany has not paid. France. 
having collected from Germany only 
one per cent of the $200,000,000,000 
she claims for reparations, has gone 

tO’ work herself and repaired one- 
half her loss. 

Citing his own record against the 
militarism of the Second Empire in 
France, Clemenceau defended the re- 
quirement of 18 months’ compulsory 
vervice, also the current French 
budget. He explained both by 

France's present lack of other pro- 

»seteetion than that which she Gan fur- 
nish for herself. “We have our life 
to defend,” he said, in perhaps the 
most direct and pointed passage of 
the speech, “and whether it pleases 
anybody else, we will defend our- 
Stives to the end.” This was ap- 
plauded. He compared American 
and French military expenditures. re- 
marking that he made no distinc- 
tion between military and haval ex- 
penditures, in figures which showed 
the American expenditure in the last 
vear to be four times as large as the 
krench.

~ e@areful to say, are America’s busi- 
_ mess. Later, he added to this the 
~ explicit statement that America’s fu- 

ture policy, as to Europe, is also 
A&™merica's business: but to the latter 
statement, he added a proviso indi- 
cating his belief that continned 
7 aloofness would not be feasible. 
Cheers for Woodrow Wilson. 

The allusion to “President Wilson 
and his fourteen points” brought 
‘cheers which stopped the ‘speech 

_ momentarily. The speaker, resum- 
ing, said that the fourteen points 
deserved applause, as the statement 
of a people’s war purposes—such a 

-/ statement, he added, as Germany 

~-could not have made.: But some 

‘American, he suggested, seem to be 
h0Trgy.-for the fourteen points, and 
Seem dispus.d to seek isolation and 
selfish comfort. “You, can’t afford 

. to be great one day and smal! an- 
other,” he declared. 

Speaking of the “point” bearing 
on reparations, the former Premier 
alluded to the Monroe Doctrine, and 
compared the position of America 
to that of the genie in the bottle, 
in the Arabian Nights, except that 
the genie, or spirit of America, was 
in the bottle and could not be 
brought out. 

:A second mention of Woodrow 
Wilson, again in connection with the 
fourteen points, brought’ such ap- 
plause that the speaker paused to 
disavow any intention of interfering 
in American party politics. 

The rest of the address dealt with 
the question of America's re-entry 

“into European affairs. Almost ev- 
ery direct suggestion was accom- 
panied with a qualifying statement, 
that what America is to do is for 
her to determine, and that he did 
not presume to dictate in the mat- 
ter; but the recurrent thought was 
that America, after all, will have to 
return. He denied again that 
France was militaristic, and he pic- 
tured two Germanys, one democratic 
and one militaristic, which must 

. come into conflict some day. He 
did not predict positively that mili- 
taristic Germany would vanquish 
the democratic section, but he said 
that if such a thing happened, the 
new nations of Europe would be in 
deadly peril. , 

League Has Done Some Good. 

The League of Nations—'‘Society 
of Nations” was the term that the 
speaker referred to ute—was treat- 
ed by him as an ideality, and he said 
frankly that he did not consider it, 
in present state of mankind, a prac- 
tical means of suppressing war.

"TE tert of former Premier 
P'ctmencear's speech at the 


Odeon yesterday afternoon was 


as follows: 
Mr. Mayor, Ladies and Gentle- 


men—vYou surely understand how 


deeply I feel the welcome extend- 
ed to me in this great city. I feel 
it the more because I had, on the 
fields of battle not 80 many years 
ago, occasion to congratulate the 
Thirty-fifth Division, which I 
think was from St. Louis. Those 
soldiers magnificently did their 
duty, and the question 
brings me today 
this. What did they do it for, and 
what is the result of it? 
Gentlemen, for about

I have found—I don't know 
whether I am mistaken or not— 
I have found that on the whole I 
haven’t met any real contradic- 
tion. Now, what did I come here 
for? To tell theg plain truth, I 
was lonely on the other side of 
the water, and I thought a long 
time before I 
to America. I felt that possibly 
I could lay before you the situs- 
tion as I see it, in England and 
America and France, and 
things that are being done there 
today and in Germany as well. I 
have no other purpose, I know 
no other purpose, and you can 
imagine how comfortable it is. 

Loves America, Too. 

JI have been seeing the old 
places of my youth, but let me 
tell you you have changed them 
so much that I hardly take great 
pleasure in looking at them. I 
fee] just as though T had grown 
old, and I do not like it at ‘all. 
No person can be objecting to my 
work: 1 am very strong on my 
point, not only because I am 
pleading for my country, because 
I know how badly my country 
has béen hurt, but I know that we 
are still in need of. help, and I 
want to tell you the truth about 
that. Of course I love my coun- 
try. You won't object, I hope, to 
my saying I love it a great deal, 
but 1 love America, too, because 
I have been here a part of my 
youth, and of course have feelings 
and natural gratitude of ties 
which I don’t want to bring back. 
I had thought that Frenchmen 
and Americans are so wonderful- 
ly associated that I could clear up 
that question very easily, that I 
could come to New York and 
make one speech and go home. 
Just to make it clear, that is all 
I have to say. I received so many 
letters that I thought 1 could not 
decline such hearty’ Invitation. 
That is what has brought me be- 
fore you. 

But now to my subject, to make 
it very plain, to make you under- 
stand we. made the war together, 
but we did not sign peace to- 
rether. We made the war _ to- 
gether: what does that mean? It 
meant, | suppose, 
are concerned, that in the attempt 
at military domination which had 
been pursued in Europe, which 
has been pursued for the last 50 
or 60 years, which brought on the 
terrible war of 1914; in that war 
England came first to the aid of 
the French, and America came 
later; we fought and won the vic- 
tory, and’ it was signed by us and 
by your plenipotentiaries. 

Now, in fact to tell you the 
truth, it is a very unpleasant 
truth, we do owe you money; it 
is a very unpleasant situation, but 
we owe you money, and are 
very glad, because we would rath- 
er owe it to you than anybody 
else. It is very unpleasant what 
1 read in one paper that the 
money we owed you and that we 
hadn't paid to you was money that 
we had spent for our militaristic 
ideas. Really it is better to pay 
one's debt if you can, but I want 
to explain myself on both sides 
of that here today. 

France's Debt to U. S. 

So I want to tell you today that 
we have two debts—-one because 
we bought American stocks after 
the war was over, and I am glad 
to inform you that we paid out 
twenty millions a year, as we 
ought, but we have another and 
a biger debt; what wasit? It was 
money that we borrowed from the 
American people during the war, I 
should say at least a year before 
you had entered the war. That 
money that we borrowed from the 
American people to buy American 
goods, equipments, ammunitions 
and so forth. It was spent for 
all for a common cause, but on 
our account. Therefore, better 
not speak of that any more. 

Somebody has said, and I will 
be very plain about it—I am sorry 
it was a Frenchman who said it— 
we will settle the matter with 
America by not paying our debts. 
| know {it was a joke, but it was 
a bad one. | 

I understand tkat America is 
interested to have it paid, but I 
do not think they pay much at- 
tention to this statement; the debt, 
of course, will be paid; but, my 
friends, if you have a friend who 
has loaned you any sum, and you 
choose to come and ask him for 
your money at the very time you

do that? I think not. Well, that 
is our case. How very plain. We 
had spent billions and billions to 
send our children to death. Out 
of 8,000,000 Frenchmen mobilized, 
we had five million and a halt 
killed and wounded, and five mil- 
lion is not a small amount, out 
of 38,000,000 people; that~is a 
great loss of man power. 

What does it mean? That the 
French people were not ready for 
the last 50 years before; they were 
not ready to fight the Germans; 
we had no heavy artillery; some 
of -us were foolish enough ‘to 
think that the Germans would not 
violate Belgium; Belgium was vio- 
lated: we went to Charlerei and 
were beaten ,and I think after all 
when you consider the. case on 
the whole it may have been for 
our good, because we had time to 
make the retreat to the Marne 
and hold the Germans while the 
British could send in what men 
they had. 

Let us take up the question of 
our losses. I don't know if you 
know just w¥Yat it means. 
you were to see great territories 
where there was not a tree, not 
a school, not a house, nothing, not 
a log cabin, nothing at ail, left 
of whole cities, I might say to 
you we had 6000 villages, towns 
and cities totally destroyed, you 
know what that means. 

No .Devastation in Germany. 

That was our situation, and the 
Germans, according to the treaty 
of peace, had to pay 
damages: we needed that money 
to pay our debts. Well, it was 
needed at least, but it wasnt done 
and in a moment we will see why. 
Therefore, when almost one-fifth 
of our productive capital had been 
lost, there was no competition 
possible, and no foreign markets. 
The Germans had no devastation. 
All their manufacturers were at 
work, and so with the English, 
and so with the Americans. We 
had no way to compete, and at 
that moment, I am sorry to say, 
England and America had what 
they called a reaction of economic 
solidarity; you know yery well, 
from your own expenses as tax- 
payers, that it is after all spend- 
ing blood, it is spending money; 
those are your resources and when 
the war is over, and you have 
summed the whole thing up and 
see what you have lost, well, you 
will agree, 1 think, we had lost 
more than anybody else. 

I think our budget today is more 
than 20 times what it was in 
peace, and we have reparations 
to make, and the Germans were to 
{furnish the money, and we thought 
that would bring in a certain num- 
ber of billions at once, but nothing 
of the sort came. Germany. did 
not pay; I will tell you at once to 
make you see the point again, that 
since the signature of peace we 
have gotten two billion from Ger- 
many, that is all, out of two hun- 
dred billions which they were to, 
pay as the cost of the reparations;| 
that is not very much. 

Ve intend to pay the interest 
on our debt, and so we went to 
work. The other day I read in the 
paper, “What are the French 
doing in the meantime?” I will 
say we have been repairing as fast 
as we could. We have repaired 
about one-half of our logs, or one 
hundred billions. That is the ma- 
terial loss, however: we have not 
able to replace the almost 
four million people that were de- 
stroyed hy the Germans, not only 
the men, but the women and young 
girls. We had to borrow money to 
do that, and that money has got to 
be paid; we made loans, and we 
have got to pay them off: I don’t 
think I need to demonstrate any 
further on that. It is sufficient, 
I hope. 

Now, let us get to the military 
question. Of course, I know very 
well there have been times when 
militarism was supreme, as in the 
days of Caesar and Alexander. But 
are we of that sort? I believe for 
niy part it would not be possible 
for any human to accomplish such 
a task today. I don't think it 
would be possible for any man to 
call me a militarist. I fought mil- 
itarism ever since, I should say, I 
was born, since I did~wothing but 
follow in the footsteps of my own 
father. I helped to upset Napoleon 
III in Paris. I saw two German 
invasions in my life and I am the 
oldest survivor of the Nationalist 
Assembly in Bordeaux in ‘71. 

Situation in France. 


What does that mean to us? 
Why, we have got a compulsory 
service of 18 months and a mili- 
tary budget of five billions: of 
course, that is a great deal, but if 
you think that people like the 
French people will come out of 
such a war, when they-were called 
upon to make such tremendous 
sacrifices, in 1918 having already 
lost, let us say, 3,000,000 people 
wounded and killed, they still had 
3,620,000 more men than in the 
beginning, on the front. It takes 
time to do that, and to get things 
settled up. When the word was 
sent out that tomorrow at 11 
o'clock the firing would cease, I 
did not exptct that the day after,

I don’t want to discuss it in a for- 
eign country. I think it is a little 
humiliating to do so before you 
here, byt let us suppose I were in 
France talking before try country- 
men. In France you would not 
even ask me, because we have 
frontiers there that have been in- 
vaded by the Germans. I! know 
where those places are, and our 
people in France know where they 
are. 

I know that you people forget 
that we are still in a very weak 
financial position, and in a very 
unéqual military position. We 
cannot be militaristic, hecause we 
lost so much of our résources in 
men and money in the effort we 
put forth to protect ourselves 
against militarism. 

Well, now to come and tell the 
people of any country that France 
wants to dominate them, it its 
enough to make a Frenchman 
laugh. i know that such accusa- 
tions are impossible, very. We 
have our life to defend, and 
whether it pleases Martin, or 
John, 
body. we will defend ourselves to 
the end. (Applause). We have 
been twice unprepared but we will 
try to be prepared this time. 
Shou!d I say more? 

Just one more word, do you 
know that in your own military 
establishments last vear you spent 
one billion five hundred million, 
and that we spent three hundred 
and forty-three millions. Can we 
under those conditions be accused 
of military ambition? TI am not 
sure there is not at certain times 
a little of militaristic ideas in some 
American people whom I know, 
but T am sure vou are not going 
to take advantage of it to come 
upon us, but merely to see that 
none of us come upon vou. 

America’s Military Position. 

I know, however, that you peo- 
ple are going to spend your money 
for yourselves and in the way you 
think best, and T do not mean to 
interfere in such matters. How- 
ever, you interfered in my case, 
and I think I_am entitled to say 
that sometimes you are inclined, 
very much inclined, to seek the 
development of a . part of your 
military establishment, and vou 
have the best frontiers in the 
world; they couldn't be any better. 

The other day you. said you 
could not live and feel highly 
protected unless you had 500.990 
tons of ships: it may be. I don't 
discuss it. I will give you a mil- 
lion tons if you want it. You are 
spending vour money, and you can 
spend it to suit vourself. T don’t 
know that ships are so much good 
now, anvhow, because there ere 
submarines and airships to de- 
strov them, but T just want to call 
your attention to the fact that the

A whir of gossip and con- 
demnation went up from every quarter of the 
country, but the “hegirists” persevered. 
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tinue his defiance of convention to be with the 
woman he loved. Returning to Wisconsin, he 
erected a $50,000 bungalow near ‘the village of 
Spring Green, and there took up his abode with 
Mamah Borthwick (she had dropped her former 
‘husband’s name) without intervention of di- 
vorce court or clergy, and in defiance of bitter 
public opinion. 
Storms of disapproval began to brew in the 
village. The né¢ighbors protested 
against such a flagrant violation of the code of 
common decency, and not infrequently there 
would cormne reports that mobs of indignant farm- 
ers and townspeople were about to march on the 
love nest to tar and feather its occupants. 

Through all the scandal and gossip, however, 
Mrs. Wright remained steadfast in her determina- 
tion not to release her recreant husband from his 
marital obligations. 

“It is my only recourse against him for his hu- 
miliating treatment of me,” she told her friends. 

The scandal extended even to Wright's busi- 
ness activities, and it is said that in one day he 
lost a sum exceeding $100,000 through, cancella- 
tion of commissions. Still he was unmoved, and 
continued to defy his detractors. - 

It became evident at tength, hqwever, that the 
pressure was beginning to tell. He dropped his 
former defiant attitude, bitterly pointing to his 
approaching ruin, but declaring his determination 
to stick by his choice. 

“We are literally down and out,” he oygce de- 

“clared. “What people are saying about us now 
is being said over our graves. We are down and 
out socially, financially and every other way. 
What is yet to come in the future I do not know. 
But I never asked for mercy, and I shall never 
take the stand of a cringing, abject craver of 
pardon for past sins.”

| Affinity Dies in Shocking Tragedy 


Wright had gone ona business trip to Chicago, 
and was there busily engaged in conference with 
his mnerney when reporters arrived to break to 
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him the news that Mamah Borthwick was dead; 
that she had been slain by an infuriated negro 
with a hatchet when she tried to flee from the 
burning bungalow. Her two children, who had 
gone to the place to visit their mother, had met 
a similar fate. 

Wright was overwhelmed. . Unable to talk co- 
herently and sobbing, he staggered alone into a 
private office. When he had regained his com- 


vigorously¥™~posure he set off for the wreck of his love nest, 


and with him went his companion in grief, the 
former husband of Mamah Borthwick. 

What started the frenzied negro on his orgy of 
destruction never will be known. Those persons 
who chanced to witness the veritable massacre 
never lived to tell the tale, for no less than seven 
fell victims to the murderous hatchet. What- 
ever may have driven the negro amuck, this is 
what happened. 

Mamah Borthwick and her two children were 
in the bungalow, and about the place was Emile 
Bordelle, a draftsman employed by Wright. Wil- 
liam Weston, a carpenter, and Thomas Brunker, 
a laborer, were working in the rear of the house, 
and Ernest Weston, 13-year-old son of the carpen- 
ter, was playing in the yard. Julian Carlton, the 
negro chef, was in the kitchen, when he suddenly 
was seized with his maniacal impulse. 


Buried His Love by Moonlight 


It was the theory -of some that he quarreled 
with Bordelle, that he had slain the draftsman in 
the fight which followed and then killed the oth- 
ers in a frantic effort to conceal his crime. At 
any rate, Bordelle was, according to all evidences, 
the first to be killed. 

The negro’s next move was to set fire to the 
house, then, stationing himself at the exit he 
knew would be used, he wielded the weapon as 
his victims tried to escape. Mamah Borthwick 
was the second to fall. 

Her children, following their mother out of the 
house,\ were hacked to death. The Weston boy, 
in the yard next, was struck down as he ran 
screanitng to his father.

Brunker, responding to his cries, grappled with 
the madman, but both received wounds which 
caused their deaths. Then, with his work of @e- 
struction complete, the negro drank muriatic acid 
and hid in an abandoned boiler near the house, 
where he later was found by Deputy Sheriffs, his 
lips and throat burned by the acid. , 

Two days later the body of Mamah Borthwick 
was buried in the village cemetery by moonlight 
° 
and the single mourner who lingered over her 
grave until near daylight was Frank Wright. 

Cheney brought the bodies of his children back 
to Chicago, where they were cremated. | 

All traces of the love’ bungalow had vanished, 
but the months were not many before there ap- 
peared on the Wisconsin cliffs a new structure, 
and it was called’ “‘Taliesen”—the breaking sea- 
wall—symbolic of-a great grief. 

Thus were the romance and tragedy of Mamah 
Borthwick concluded. 


Until 1909 Wright had devoted his time and 
energies to his profession, and had attained in- 
ternational fame. He had been called to Paris 
to plan French Buildings for a world’s Exposti- 
tion, and had designed many structures of great 
architectural beauty in his own country. In Oak 
Park, just outside Chicago, he had lived with his 
wife, his mother and his two children. Then 
came the meeting with Mrs. Cheney and the di- 
vorce scandal. 

In an interview shortly after his return from 
the first love trip to Europe he himself told of 
the meeting and its consequences. 

“That meeting will never be forgotten by 
either of us,”*he declared. “It was electrical. 
The effect was one that I had never thought pos- 
sible. 1} met her through her husband, Edwin H. 
Cheney, and never had known her until I was 
introduced to her at a social gathering. 
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Wright’s Story of His Domestic 


Tragedy 


“From that night on, Mrs. Cheney was indif- 
ferent toward her*husband and I toward my 
, 


wife. I could not live a lie, and in an honest 
effort to arrive at a solution of our predicament, 
Mr. and Mrs. Cheney, Mrs. Wright and myself 
met to decide upon a course. 

“It was evident to me that Mrs. Cheney was 
meant to be my mate: and I hers, but Mrs. 
Wright characterized the affair as a temporary 
infatuation. She insisted that I would admit my 
error and return to her and the children in time. 
But I knew better. A man cannot deny his own 
inclination, the wishes in his own heart, though 
he may fool the public. I did not choose to fool 
anybody. I detest the lie, and always have, but 
it has been my undoing. 


“After the four of us had thoroughly discussed 
the affair, it was agreed that Mrs. Cheney and I 
should take a trip to Europe for a year or more. 
If, at the expiration of that time, we returned 
and stated in all sincerity that matters could not 
be otherwise, we were both to be divorced. 

“The putcome of the whole thing has been 
this: 

“Mrs. Cheney was divorced by her husband. 
She is Mamah Borthwick now, and has always 
been to me. 

“But what happened to me? When adequate 
proof for any human being was produced to show 
that neither of us had changed our minds in any 
respect, Mrs. Wright refused to grant me a di- 
vorce. 

“T am the brunt, or, in other words, the goat of 
public opinion. 

“Mrs. Wright had maintained a respectful si- 
lence. Her silence has been inspired by the rea- 
son I have set forth. If she were to tell the 
truth she would admit that I am right. 

“There is nothing I can do to set myself right 
in the eyes of the law. No court in the land 
would listen to my plea for a divorce. Nor 
would any court listen to a plea from Mr. Cheney. 
He has acted more than square. He has been a 
martyr. 

“Whether I am to be a social outcast in the 
future depends upon Mrs. Wright. She has me 
at her mercy.” 

These words were spoken nearly 13 years 


ago. Now comes the divorce. The decree, it 
has been learned, was signed not two weeks ago 
by Judge E. Ray Stevens of Sauk County, Wis., 
and it was won on the plea of five years’ un- 
tary separation. " 3

Wright’s friends say that it was when the 
sorrows of his bereavement were weighing Heavy. 
ily upon his mind that he threw himself 
into the whirl of fleshly pleasures of a disillw 
sioned and embittered man and storms of sav- 
age publicity again raged about the bungalow 
on the Wisconsin River. 


The scandal reached its climax when a dis- 
charged housekeeper turned over to the Fed: 
eral authorities a series of letters alleged to have 
beeg written to Wright by Miriam Noel, a sculp- 
tress. Mrs. Noel had been at “Taliesen,” but; 
despite the housekeeper’s revelations, the author- 
ities took no action and the flurry was appar- 
ently forgotten. 


Wright then departed on another pilgrimage 
to Japan, where, ih the “flowery kingdom,” he 
lived for five years as an exile, revisiting the 
scenes of that second love journey with Mamah 
Borthwick and spending protracted periods of 
mourning and grief at each of them.

The St. Louis Public Library is 
equipped to help tkKose who are 
planning to build. Building opera- 
tions have been largely at a stand- 
still since the prar, but according to 
statements of real estate men and 
architects, there are indications 
that there will be a building in- 
crease in the next five years.
